1. AEGAPELIN/1 sent a letter, dated 3 November 1950# to Mrs. Sofia 

MOYSEYOVYCH-YANIV, of the NTSh (Shevchenko Scientific Society - Soolete 
Soientlflgue Sevoenko ) (address: 27# rue ‘^es.Bauves# Saroelles (s .et 0. ), 

France), to send him a certificate of an invitation for him to visit 
France. Mrs. M0Y8EY0VYCH sent a reply, dated 14 November 1958# with which 
was enclosed a Certlflcat d^tretien et d f HebergetBent # signed by Prof. 
Wolodyoyr KUBXJOWYTSCH ( Volodynvr KUBXYOVYCH ) , president of NTSh; a copy 
of the certificate is enclosed (for CLU only) as Attachment BB. On 19 
November 1958# after undergoing some red tape, AECAPELIN filed his appli- 
cation for a visa to France at the French Consulate in Munioh and was in- 
formed that the visa processing would take 6-8 weeks. 

2. The local French Consulate oriented AECAFELIN with the following 
in regard to questions relating to hurdles he will face in terms of ob- 
taining a cover in France: 



A. If AECAPELIN goes to France for purposes of employment, he 
will be able to remain in France if an institute or other group, register- $ 
ed with French authorities, agrees to provide him with employment which 
would provide him with sufficient compensation for subsistence and main- 
tenance of living quarters. That institute or other group will obtain a 
permit from the Prefecture of Police for his residence penult In France. 
Initially the permit will be valid for three months and is renewable 
every three months during the first year. Subsequently he would be grant- 
ed a residence permit valid for one year. 



B. If AECAPEUN goes to Franoe for purposes of research or to 
study# he must present the French authorities with a statement of finan- 
cial responsibility, e.g., ft bank statement indicating he has sufficient 
funds for subsistence and maintenance of living quarters during the course 
of his stay in France. At the French Consulate in Munich, AECAFELIN must 
present a copy of the statement of instruction to AECAPELIN 1 s tank certi- 
fying that he will reoeive automatic monthly checks from his bank. Should 
AECAPELIN enter France aA a researcher or student, he will be granted 
visas valid for three months and which are renewable every three months 
for a one-year period. (Paris: please correct us if necessary.) 

3A>A|EAP£LIN has begun tutoring In the French language with Eva- 
marie/Vflj{RI3TIANI (Munich 19# Hilde.brand^Agse. ll/X be i Kaltsohmidt;. 
phone: 350770, through Frau'fnu von IVU&ER) . lirtioipating with him in 
these lessons is his mistress, Teresa ETTEREA, who AECAPELIN feels will 
not present a problem when he transfers from Munich to Paris. MB files 
contain no traces on CHRI5TIANI, who AECAPELIN describes as ab out 4 0-45, 
years old i. father Italian and mother German; s pent seve ral ye ars. ip., the 
past decade in Paris as an entertainer; gives "singing lessons in Munich. 



4. Regarding MUNI-0557, paragraph 2, MB's support section has decid- 
ed AECAPELIN 's office quarters will be retained as a KUBARK asset. At 
an appropriate moment, arrangements will be made wherein a KUBARK repre- 
sentative will meet with AECAPELIN and the lessor of the office quarters 
for purposes of contract purchase. AECAPELIN .has discussed this matter 
with the lessor whose only qualification is that he wants to make certain 
that thf» npm Ipaspp will be able to meet rental payments. 
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5. Regarding AECAPELlN's living quarters, AECAPELIN feels he will 
encounter no problem In selling nis apartment. However, 

during the Initial phase of his residence in Pranoe, which ap- 
pears will be on a temporary basis, he will have to maintain a resid- 
ence in Munich. Since other faotors in his transfer have not yet been 
established, his tentative thoughts are that he may be able to arrange 
to have his mistress move into his apartment or he may sell the apart- 
ment and, at the time of his transfer to Prance, establish his Munioh 
Meldeamt registration at the address of his mistress or locate a small 
room for this purpose. In any event, it is requested that, for FPO — 
finance purposes, the matter of granting AECAPELIN a reasonable sum of 
money for the purpose of maintaining residence in Munich, be approved. 
Also, if necessary, there should be consideration of provision in the FPO 
for storage of the bulk of AECAPELIN *s personal possessions In Munich 
(a maximum of DMW 73 per month) in the event he sells his apartment; note 
that for purposes of cover AECAPELIN will be unable to move all of his 
personal goods to Prance since in Paris he will maintain modest living 
quarters. Since AECAPELIN acquired his current living quarters at his 
own expense at a time when it appeared that he would remain indefinitely 
in Munich, it is requested that Paris consider the inclusion in the PPO 
of a sum of not more than $1,000.00 to cover any loss which AECAPELIN 
may suffer if and when he sells his apartment. However, since there cur- 
rently is a demand for living quarters in Munich, it is felt that he 
probably will be able to sell his apartment with very little, if any, 
loss . 



6. During d ~H- TDY to Munich, 1-3 December 1958, the 

above administrative and cover matters and the following operational items 
were discussed with him: 



A. Should it be decided that it would be of advantage to the 
Z3 that AECAPELIN take steps to take over the slot as AECAVA- 
TIHA/8 chief for Prance, with headquarters in Paris (discussed initially 
in MUNI-0999) * it would appear to be preferable that AECAPELIN make ar- 
rangements with AECA VATINA/12 tha£ AECAPELIN should be the covert chief 
while AECAPELIN would operate through a figure-head who would be select- 
ed personally by AECAPELIN and cleared by KUBARK. Before AECAPELIN 
initiates any discussion with ABCAVATINA/12 on the selection of the fig- 
ure-head, AECAPELIN feels he should have an opportunity to do his spotting 
and assessment of the potential roan in Paris. It is noted that in the 
event C dec ides AECAPELIN should not become the ABCAVATINA/8 chief 

in Paris, AECAPELIN feels it is equally possible that AECA VATINA/12 would 
appoint AECAPELIN as the consultant and advisor to the AECAVATfifcA/8 chief 
in Paris; incidentally, AECAVATINA/12 has not yet decided on the new A£- 
CAVATINA/8 chief in Paris, but has appointed an unidentified man on a 
temporary basis.
